G.S.R. 1497.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 
25 of the Customs Act, 1962 (52 of 1962), the Central Government, being satisfied 
that it is necessary in the public interest so to do, hereby exempts Cooper scrap, 
falling under Item No. 64(1) of the First Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 
(32 of 1934), when Imported into India for the manufacture of fungicides, from 
so much of that portion of the duty of customs leviable thereon which is specified 
in the said First Schedule as is in excess of Rs, 300 per tonne: 

Provided that the importer, by the execution of a bond in such form and In 

such sum as may be prescribed by the Assistant Collector of Customs, hi: id=_ him¬ 

self. to pay on demand in respect of such quantity of the Copper scrap as is not 
proved to the satisfaction of the Assistant Collector of Customs to have been used 
for the aforesaid purpose, an amount equal to the difference between the dutv 

leviable cn such quantity but for the exemption contained herein and that paid 

at the time of Importation.

G.S-R. 1498.— In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of section 
14 of the Customs Act, 1902 (52 of 1962), and in supersession of the Notification 
of the Government of India in the Ministry of Finance (Department of Revenue 
and Company Law) No. 137|F. No. 816|64-Cus I, dated the 1st October, 1964, the 
Central Government is pleased to fix, with effect from the 1st October, 1965, for 
the articles specified in column 2 of the Schedule hereto annexed, being articles 
enumerated either specifically or under general headings in the First Schedule to 
the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (32 of 1934), the tariff value specified in the corres¬ 
ponding entry in column 3 thereof. 

Note 1—The tariff value so specified shall, unless otherwise expressly pro¬ 
vided. apply whether the article is assessed to duty under the Item in 
the First Schedule to the Indian Tariff Act, 1934 (32 of 1934) specified 
in the corresponding entry in column 1 of the Schedule annexed here¬ 
to or under any other Item. ,
